At icugtl^oiic of them was led to Bee that 
ruin-selling was contrary to the precepts of 
tho gospel, and immediately abandoned the 
nefarious traffic,signed the temperance pledge, 
lost his former influence, and was denounced 
l;y all advocates for rum-drinking, among 
whom were ninny minister*, ami some of the 
most influential laymen, n*a self-willed, big¬ 
oted ,zealot, whoso secret work was to uniti 
church and state. 

The other continued to sell rum, clothe the 
village in mourning, replenish the grave yard, 
and send prematurely to tho judgtnci ' 
fairest of the sons of men. Vet Im fori 
became ‘more ami more influential, and daily J 
nod hourly ascended the pinnacle of fame.— 
And it was not the moderate drinkers alone, 
that sung his praise, hut even the vile drunk- 
arils of the streets, with swollen eyes and c»r- 
■huncled noses, approved of Ilia views on tem¬ 
perance, and while they made their beds with 
the reptile in the guitar, if their palsied 
tongues did not refuse them utterance, would 
cxcUiin in one sonorous sound, 11 ’Squire 
sprcsscs my niiml zuckly.”

An Important Decision 

The Indianapolis papers contain the rpporl 
of the trial of a slave-case on the 231 May, in 
the U. S. Circuit Court, held at that place, 
Judge McLean presiding. 

One Tipton, a citizen of Kentucky, owning 
three slaves, a until, ttoiiiuu ami i Inld. i ‘ 
year 1935 went lo Warren county.

Camptoh, Sept. 25, 1845. 
Readers: —The election in this 
State for representatives to congress occurred 
few days since, the result of which is not 
yet known here; but it is strongly hoped by 
every mau of whatever party, who regards 
liberty, so tar as 1 have conversed, that there 
least a defeat of tho servile competitor 
of Mr. Hale. It would be difficult to find in 
the annul* of doughfaceisin a more huniiliat- 
e. Mr. Hale was a popular and able 
democratic estimation until he refused 
perfect submission to slavery oil the Texas 
question. He would have voted for annexa¬ 
tion giving slavery ono half of Texas, hut to 
give slavery the whole of it he would not.— 
This was the unpardonable sin, which was 
still more aggravated by his appeal to the 
people, nud not lo party leaders, for support. 

.very form of outruge practiced last year by 
whigs upon the abolitionists, has been em¬ 
ployed by the old trained party on Mr. Hulc, 
and although he has strong fricuds, they have 
been so active us the occasion demanded, 
if 1 have judged correctly. But the demo¬ 
cratic party iu this State is literally rotting 
down. 1 was surprised the other day when 
conversing with a man of limited information] 
whom I formerly know as a bigoted demo¬ 
crat, to see how well lie had learned the char¬ 
acter of his purty on tho subject of slavery, 
and, added he, “the principles of tbo aboli¬ 
tionists are fast gaining ground among the 
people.”

glorious example, the spirit of liberty would 
he revived in the hearts of the people where 
it has so long been smothered by partyi« n , 
the power of slavery would be broken and 
sweet relief come to the sufl'eriiig slaves.

The 
bow lings of wolves aud ruviug uf storms, far 
the deep forest, and among impending 
mountain cliffs, made music in the ears of this 
bold pioneer. Buried bcucutb 4 to 6 feet of | 
bis solitary residence was supplied by 
skill with the trap and the gun, and his little 
pittance of corn he pounded in a huge mortar. 
In the depth of winter sonic of his nearest 
neighbors fearing he would perish, made him 
a visit, travelling 30 miles on snow shoes.- 
They found him cheerful and hearty, they left 
him till spring should thaw him 
One of the early settlers moved here from 
Conn, lie rode on horse hack carrying 
of four years (my father) behind; and bis 
wife rode oil auotber horse with adaughti 
six years behind and a child in her arm 
Another brought his wife, with her tea kettle 
pot, behind him on horse hack from 
that Stute. Men look a bushel or bushel aud 
n half of gruiu on their backs nud started to 
mill at Concord (50 miles.) W hen fatigued 
they would go back aud take along the same 
quantity in auotber bag, resting while travel¬ 
ling buck. Iu this manner, after about 
weeks, they returned and a gcncrul jubilee 
was held over a bag of meal. 

early period iliu wc'l instructed and 
some of the pious inhabitants established 
among them nn intelligent, sound and pious 
ministry, the influence of which lias given 
character to society to this time. The late 
Dr. Emmons is believed to have been the first 
mail who ever preached the gospel 

At the commencement of his ministry 
lie preached some time here mid received a 
settle; but owiug, ns I mil told, to the 
fraudulent dealing of our men, he gave a neg- 
ive answer. 

A library of substantial books was com¬ 
menced tiour fifty yeurs ago, which was gradu¬ 
ally increased ufterwards; mid this contribu¬ 
ted much to form an unusuutly intelligent aud 
stable church aud society. The town has now 
but ubout 1400 iiihahitauts, but from it have 
gone forth I believe ten or twelve useful 
isters, seven or eight of them congregational. 
Others are in a course of preparation. Several 
others have gone into other professions. 
Another thing not less honorable to this c 
hard, broken, mountainous town is the uuin- 
ber of excellent mothers which it has given to 
the world. We doubt whether it i* equalled 
in this respect by any other town of the same 
population in New England. 

1 should bo glad if the new towns of Maine 
could have the history of this town before 
them, as in many respects a model, showing 
the priceless vuluc to nny community, of the 
institutions of true religion and of sound edu¬ 
cation, extending from generation to geuera- 
tiou. It is not possible to raise up a virtuous, 
Intelligent and stable community, without 
tlioir united influence.

VISIT TO REV. MR. TORREY. 

Baltimobk, Sept. 8, 1845. 

Friend Wii.i.ey Arriving in this city 
lute Friday evening, on a journey oyer the 
Alleghany mountains, I thought it advisable 
Htop here until Monday, lest Saturday night 
igbt find me in some place where tl.e bles¬ 
sings of public religious 
liberally dispensed. 

Another strong inducement I had to spend 

a w eek duy iu Baltimore, was to sec, and il 
possible, converse with the humane but suf- 
ing Torrey. 

Being tt stranger in the city, nnd having no 
friend with whom to confer, neither letters of 
introduction, and being fully apprised of a 
deep feeling existing in tho public mindat|ture 
Baltimore,'.against Mr. Torrey and his friends, 
ns well us their hatred to the cause of negro 
emancipation in general, I felt it to bo acces¬ 
sary to proceed cautiously, otherw ise I might 
fail in my design. On mature deliberation I 
concluded to visit the “Institution” ns a stran¬ 
ger, to learn its internal structure and capac¬ 
ity, the number and general condition of the 
convicts, their mode of living, the general 
character of the prison discipline, &c., and 
there make such enquiries ns would discover 
to me the wny to pursue in order to accom¬ 
plish my ultimate object. I found tho Wur- 
den and other prison officers to be gentlemen, 
both polite aud attentive. 

In my judgment the prison is well ventilat¬ 
ed, nnd every apartment neat nnd In good or¬ 
der, with a spacious chapel hall, where all the 
convicts arc obliged to assemble every Sab¬ 
bath for religious worship. I discovered 
nothing in the prison that indicated a want ofj 
interest or regard for the physical comfort 
and health of the inmates. 

I was informed by tho Warden that in order 
to be permitted to sec and converse with Mr. 
Torrey, I must obtain a written certificate 
from the Trustees of the “lustitutiou,” which 
upon making an application to them, I with¬ 
out much difficulty obtained, nnd Mr. Torrey 
was permitted to come to an iron gate leading 
into the officers apartment; on the opposite 
side of which, seated with the Warden be¬ 
tween me and the gate, I was permitted 
inverse with him freely, at my own pleasure 

to matter and time. 

I was not prepared to witness so great n 
change as had taken place in Mr. Torrey 
personal appearance siucc we lust met. Tw 
years Rgo, and the lust time I saw him, w 
together at the Buffalo convention. Then 
his physical and mental powers were active, 
energetic and free. He was in good health 
and spirits, clad in a Christian freeman’s ar¬ 
mor, doing battle for “God nnd Liberty,” 
fighting valiantly, not with carnal, but spir¬ 
itual weapon* for the helpless and the dumb. 
Then his heart was warm and in the work; 
bis whole soul fired with philanthropic emo¬ 
tions gleamed forth radiant in every feature, 
and marked iu every gesture. 

But alas! poor Torrey, a sad change has 
come over him tliut has blasted in a day, ull 
his long cherished hopes of usefulness. 
Confined amid the vulgar and the vile, shut 
from his family, his friends and the world, 
pule, emaciated and sick, unable for several 
weeks last past to perform his daily task at 
the wheel, his eyes are dim, his voice hoarse, 
his spirits depressed, and to me, he appeared 
like one not long to be held by the massive 
walls of iron and granite that now surround* 
him. His confinement evidently is under¬ 
mining his constitution, and that he will sur¬ 
vive the five long years yet remaining of his
